Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment of 9 August 2006 has been entered. 
Claims 1-43 are pending. 

Claim objections and rejections are withdrawn in view of amendment. 

Claims 1-13 and 41-43 are allowed. 

Claims 14-40 are cancelled by Examiner Amendment 

Examiner's Amendment 

Please amend the claims as follows: 
Cancel claims 14-40. 

This amendment is made to place the application in condition for allowance. The 
Examiner contacted attorney of record Lester Vincent on 21 December 2006; Mr. 
Vincent stated his firm is no longer handling this matter. 

Reasons for Allowance: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose and does not suggest the combination of the 
claimed method features, including: constructing a first variant, wherein the first variant 
comprises a collection of a plurality of BaseObjects, wherein a BaseObject is a 
persistent enterprise application object, a running state of the enterprise application 
object, and metadata describing shape of the enterprise application object; and 
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constructing a second variant, wherein the second variant comprises a collection of 
BaseObjects representing the differences from the first variant required to integrate the 
enterprise application with a first external application. 

An updated search was performed for the amended claims. 

The best Non-Patent reference is Business Information Warehouse, copyright 
1997, SAP AG. However, this reference does not disclose and does not suggest the 
combination of features in multi-organizational resource management, which provide 
the capability for sharing information/data between disparate applications such as 
between ERP packages such as SAP, PeopleSoft, Oracle or Baan as well as purchase 
orders. The Prior Art does not teach or suggest a variant comprising a collection of 
BaseObjects representing the differences from the first.variant required to integrate an 
enterprise application with external applications. 

The best foreign reference is WO 98/49644, published on 5 November 1 998 under 
the Patent Cooperation Treaty by the assignee of the instant application. However, this 
reference does not disclose and does not suggest the combination of claimed features 
in multi-organizational resource management, such as a variant comprising a collection 
of BaseObjects representing the differences from the first variant required to integrate an 
enterprise application with external applications.
